Surveys Under Way To Secure 
Hundred-Foot Right of Way 
For Fine Highway—Pave- 
ment To Be Eighty Feet 








Widening Foothill Boulevard 
from Pasadena to San Bernar- 
dino and the straightening out 
of this important thoroughfare 
as a project was given the sup- 
port of the State Highway Com- 
mission and the supervisors of

ding Counties when the Unit- 
ed Foothill Improvement Assoc- 
jation met at the Aztee Hotel, 
Monrovia. It was called the 
aes vital of all state highway 
prejecis by S. V. Cortelyou, 
| division engineer of the State 
Highway Commission, and Sn- 
pervisor Fred T. Beaty. Mr. 
Cortelyou addressed the meet- 
ing and Mr. Beaty, who was 
attending a ecnference of state 
jhighway officials at Sacra- 
mento, sent a telegram telling 
of his suppert for the project. 

It was stated at the meeting 
fe $900,005 had been allotted 





for the project in this year’s 
budget, and that surveys are 
under way to secure a 100-foot 
right of way aid an 80-foot 
pavement the entire length of 
the boulevard, making it the 
finest straight stretch of high- 
way in California. It was de- 
cided that the amended Mat- 
toon Act would be used for all 
the work. Aid from the state 
will be fortheoming as soon as 
adjustments of rights of way 
and assessments are completed, 
Mr. Cortelyou said. 

A project for the placing of 
ora, ge-colored signs along the 
ettes length of the boulevard 
was introduced by Roy bh.

INJURED YOUTH

Truck Driver Warned Against

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Judge's Comments Needed In 
Trials 


(San Bernardino Sun) 


One of the proposals in the amendments to 
the criminal procedure of California, by which 
it is hoped to make the determination of jus- 
tice more swift and certain, is that the trial 
judge be permitted to comment to the jury on 
the evidence that has been presented. 

And why not? 

Jurors are most frequently inexperienced. 
They know little of the ways of the court- 
room and the battles to convict and to acquit. 
To them the lawyers, not the defendant, are 
the center of interest. The defendant, under 
the present procedure, need not take the stand 
and that facet must not be considered by the 
jury as in any way indicating his guilt. 

The jurors hear the attorney for the de- 
fense, paid to defend the prisoner; and the 
attorney for the prosecution whose record in 
office is largely based on his success or failure 
in securing convictions. 

There sits the judge; he has heard all of 
the testimony and all the law points. He rules 
on the law but his tongue is tied by the law 
insofar as comment on the testimony. His ex- 
perience is such that he should be able to point 
to the weak points aud the strong points in 
the evidence; he knows all the tricks of the 
trade of court room battles which jurors most 
generally do not know, yet he can not impart 
his information to the jury. 

That is the situation in the state courts of 
California, but it is not the situation in the 
federal courts in California or any other state. 
The supreme court of the United States, in de- 
fining trial by jury, says it is ‘‘trial by a jury 
of twelve men in the presence and under the 
superintendence of a judge empowered to in- 
struct them on the law and advise them on the 
facts.’’ 

As a general thing there is swifter action 
in the federal courts and there is more respect 
for the handling of justice in the federal courts 
than in the state courts, even in these times of 
the Volstead Act when federal courts have 
taken on the police court atmosphere. At least 
there is no criticism of the power of federal 
judges to turn to the jurors and comment to 
them on the evidence. 

The jurors are in no way bound by the 
judge’s comments. They determine, and not 
the judge, whether the defendant is guilty, 
but a word here and there from the judge 
would help many jurors in their determination 
to reach a just verdict. Most jurors want to 
do right, but many of them, particularly those 
serving for the first time, are confused as to 
what weight certain testimony should be given. 

Privilege of the court to comment on the 
evidence is one of the vital points in the pro- 
pésed reform of California’s criminal pro- 
cedure.

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The Bootleg Terror 
(From Editor and Publisher) 


A gang of men wearing flour sacks over 
their heads stopped the driver of an automo- 
bile on a country road in Georgia on the night 
of Feb. 25, pulled him from his seat, flogged 
him with straps, sticks and fists, and flung his 
unconscious body on a highway bridge. When 
the victim revived, he dragged himself home, 
and the sheriff offered $300 reward for the ap- 
prehension of his assailants. 

The man was H. M. Flanders, editor of the 
Soperton (Ga.) News. He is a cripple, having 
six years ago been shot by a thug because of 
an editorial printed in the News. The men 
who flogged the editor last week told him as 
he was lying in the road that they would 
“learn him what to print in his paper.”’ 

What was the animus toward Mr. Flan- 
ders? Why, he had editorially complained of 
lack of enforcement of the dry laws in his 
county. He had said that it seemed to him as 
if ‘‘God had forgotten Soperton.’’ He said 
that local citizens were profiting as bootleg- 
gers, defying principle and civic decency in 
order to get rich quick. That was the offense. 

Poor old Editor Dale’s fight in Indiana is 
similar. Whisky was at. the bottom of 
the slaughter of Don Mellett in Ohio. There 
is scarcely a week that Editor & Publisher does 
not learn of some outrage or threat against 
editors who have dared to speak out plainly 
for law observance. The Bootleg Terror is 
sweeping over the country, usually aided and 
abetted by public officials. Just how high the 
evil influence goes, we can only surmise. 

No man in his senses will dispute the state- 
ment that public opinion in this country is 
heavily against the traffic in spirits, and the 
United States is legally through with whisky, 
at least so far as this generation is concerned. 
While the laggard Federal Government whines 
of the ‘‘impossibility’’ of dealing with offend- 
ers against the dry law, courageous editors in 
many states are battling against the mischief 
that booze is creating among the people of 
their communities. When they use plain lan- 
guage, and commence to hit at the foul official 
conspiracy that gives the bootlegger his only 
lease on life, they are flogged, locked up, and 
persecuted or shot to death from the back. 

It is a black chapter in newspaper history 
that is now being written. It is something for 
the defenders of free press and editorial can- 
dor to get excited about. 

Editor & Publisher puts the, question to the 
eraft: Is everything being done by newspap- 
ers that newspapers can do to support the 
causes of editors who are under fire? The 
Bootleg Terror becomes a hideous nightmare 
when it strikes at your own threshold, and that 
may happen any day to any honest editor. 
Shall the American press permit an ignorant, 
brutal, lawless mob to censor: its opinion,

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Nation Will Observe Forest Week 


The week of April 24 to 30 has been official- 
ly designated for nation-wide observance as 
‘American Forest Week’’ by President Coo- 
lidge, in a proclamation made publie by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

This year will mark the seventh annual 
observance of the week, President Harding in 
1921 having issued the first proclamation which 
brought the Federal Government behind the 
movement. Of the nymerous weeks observed 
in the country, this is the only one to which ‘the 
government has given recognition and support. 

The President proclaimed the 1927 Ameri- 
can Forest Week ‘‘in the belief that no other 
of our internal problems is of greater moment 
than the rehabilitation of our forests, now so 
hopefully begun but needing the strong sup- 
port of our collective will and intelligence.”’ 
He emphasized the importance of farm forestry 
as a means for lessening agricultural surprises 
and meeting the problem of agricultural over- 
production, and the resulting depression in the 
farming industry. Regarding the part forestry 
might play in farm relief, the President said: 

‘‘One-fourth of our soil is better suited to 
timber-growing than anything else. I cannot 
escape the conviction that our industrial and 
agricultural stability will be strengthened by 
bringing into full productive use this great em- 
pire of land. Although much progress has 
been made in public forestry and hopeful be- 
ginnings in private forestry, we still have a 
vast aggregate of poor farm land that might 
more profitably grow timber instead of adding 
to the problem of agricultural overproduction.”’

No music here, no flags, no bright 
Swords, no lines of battie charging 
with a yell. Combat groups of 
Weary men, in drab and dirty uni- 
forms, dressed approximately on a 
line spaced “so that one shrapnel- 
burst cannot include more than one 
group,” laden like mules with gas 
masks, bandoleers, grenades, chaut- 
_chaut clips, trudging forward with- 
out haste and without excitement, 
they moved on an untidy wood 
where shells were breaking, a wood 
that did not answer back, or show 
an enemy. In its silence and ano- 
nymity it was far more sinister

CHAPTER IV

Just 
now the battalion cared for none 
of these things. It had had no 
supper; it faced a crowded trip of 
uncertain duration, and was as- 
sured of various discomforts after 
that. 

Well accustomed to the ways of 
war, the men growled horribly as 
they crammed into their appointed 
chariots, while the officers inexor- 
ably loaded the best part of a pla- 
freon into each camion, the dusk 
iiding their grins of sympathy.

Lunch was 
un hour early, and consisted of 
beans, The shadows were length- 
ening when the bugles blew “as- 
sembly” and the companies fell in, 
taking the broad white road that 
ted down the river, At the next 
tfown—towns were thick along the 
Marne from Chateau-Thierry to 
Meaux—they passed through the 
other battalions of the Fifth ma- 
rines, jeeringly at ease beside the 
road. 

Beyond them was the Sixth 

regiment of marines, arms stacked 
in the fields by the river. Each 
battalion took the road in turn, 
and presently the whole marine 
brigade was swinging down the 
Marne in the slanting sunlight. 
Very solid and businesslike the bri- 
gade was, keen-faced and hard 
from the great fight behind them, 
and fit and competent for greater 
battles yet to come. The compa- 
nies were under strength, but they 
had the quality of veterans, They 
had met the Boche and broken 
him, and they knew they could do 
it again. ‘The rumble of the guns 
was behind them, and the rumor 
of the leave area still ran strong 
ehough .to maintain a slow volu- 
bility among the squads, They 
talked and laughed, but they did 
not sing.
